Dear Admiral Raborn: 

Herewith are copies of (1) a proposed Executive order 
headed “Prescribing the establishment of interagency 
boards to recommend personnel policies and actions of 
executive departments and agencies engaged in foreign 
affairs activities," (2) a Department of State letter 
to the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, dated 
July 21, 1965, and (3) a letter of the then Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget to the Secretary of State, 
dated May 28, 1965. 

It is contemplated that the proposed order, with such 
revisions as may be found necessary, will be transmitted 
to the Attorney General and the President in consonance 
with the provisions of Executive Order No. 11030. 

In the absence of unexpected developments, Reorganization 
Plan No. 4 of 1965 (to which the proposed order relates) 
will take effect on July 27, 1965. its text may be found 
in the Congressional Record for May 27, 1965, pages 11450- 
11451. 

The Director of the Bureau of the Budget would appreciate 
receiving an expression of your views with respect to the 
proposed Executive order.
